CONDITIONS FOR PEOPLE 


Mr. S. M. Bruce, High ‘Commis- 

sioner for Australia, 
the Association for Education in 
Citizenship at Bedford: College, de- 
clared that the survival of demo- 
cracy depended upon our being 
able to give our people better lives 
than could be achieved under any 
other system of government. 
It was. alleged that democracy 
-was deficient in resolution, dilatory 
in action and inefficient in - per- 
formance. 

History showed that the peoples 
of the democracies had faced their 
responsilities wisely. They had 
established the principles of the 
rule ‘of law, impartial justice, the 
equality of all citizens before the 
law, freedom of speech, liberty of 
the Press, religious tolerance and 
the maximum opportunity for every 
citizen. 

Weighed in the balance against 
all that democracy had achieved, 
it might be said that mere. material 
well-being was not 80 important.

and a greater’ measure of pros- 
perity than was accorded to people 
living under other systems. 

The outstanding defect was the 
absence of a common objective 
inspiring the nation ‘with a com- 
mon purpose and_ determina- 
tion. Where in a democracy 
there was a realisation of the 
necessity ‘of action, the people could 
be stimulated with a common pur- 
pose which they would pursue 
unitedly and resolutely. An out- 
standing example. of ‘this was the 
great, united effort in regard to 
national defence. in Great Britain 
to-day. 


What we had achieved in defence |. 


could be equally ‘achieved for a 
great constructive peace-time ob- 
jective when people realinet the 
necessity. . 

If democratic ' systems were ae 
give people -better lives than could 
be achieved under any other system 
it would mean, on-the material 
side, increased opportunities for 
employment, greater social well- 
being and higher standards of liv- 
ing.
